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Thousands Idled 
By Walkout On 
Four Railroads 


CHICAGO, 
June 
strike of 4,000 AFL. switchmen 
had brought .four major western 
railroads to a standstill today and 
had thrown thousands of other 
workers out of jobs. 
Lines tied up by the walkout 
Sunday morning of the Switchmen'* 
Union of North America are the 
8,000-mile Chicago, 
Rock Island 
and Pacific; the 2,413-mile Den- 
ver and Rio Grande Western the 
1,500-mile Chicago and Great West- 
ern and the 1,125-mile Western Pa- 
cific. 
The fifth struck line, the 8,000- 


mile Great Northern, said it has 
maintained 
near normal passen- 
ger service but .that its freight 
movements have been crippled. 
The men .left their jobs in sup- 


port of a demand for a 40-hour 
week at the present 48-hours pay, 
equal to a wage boost of 31 cents 
an hour. In taking the strike ac- 
tion, they rejected a recommend- 
ation by a presidential fact-find- 
ing board that they be granted a 
40-hour week and a pay increase 
of 18 cents an hour. 
The union now has a contract 
with the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western. Railroad 
at 
the 
terms requested of the other lines. 
That agreement raised the pay 
of switch foremen or yard con- 
ductors from $13.06 a day to $15.67; 
helpers or yard brakemen from 
$12.21 to $14.65, and switch tend- 
ers from $10.71 to $12.86. 


The strike deadline- at 6 a. m. 
local time Sunday found the four 
railroads ready to halt operations. 
They had announced earlier that 
if final negotiations failed of a 
settlement, they would not even 
try to run any trains during the 
strike. 


They announced the layoff of at 
least 35,000 other employes, most 
of them effective today. 


Senators Approve Farm Price Bill

The senate approved and sent to 
the White House today a bill add- 
ing $2,000,000,000 to domestic farm 
price support funds. .The vote was 
86 to 35, with Vice 
President 


Barkeley casting: the deciding 
vote. 
Leading this 
opposition were 
Senators Magnuson (D-Wash) and 
Morse (R-Ore). They have objected 
to spending .the government funds 
to keep prices high for U. S. farm- 
ers, whilet allowing potatoes, fruits, 
grains, beef cattle and other com- 
peltive imports to add to he do- 
meslc price and surplus problems. 


Magnuson and Morse wanted to 
send the price support legislation 
back to a senate-house conference 
committee with orders to tighten 
up language intended to restrict 
imports on farm products. 


Their argument collided with the 
administration's tariff-cutting pro- 
grams under the reciprocal trade 
agreement act.

Fla) and other supporters of price 
support programs wero 
pressing 
the senate to accept the compro- 
mise already approved by the house. 
House Overrides 
Truman Veto On 
Postal Pay Hike 


WASHINGTON, June 26— (iP>— 
he house,' today overroijn. 
e$"Trtfmah'sveto of a bill giv- 


irijr p'ay raises to World War II* 
veterans in the postal service. 


The President vetoed the bill 
last week. He said it was "tanta- 
mount" to "an indirect bonus or 
adjusted service payment in rec- 
ognition of military service," which 
would be "a far reaching step in 
an undesirable direction." 
The house vote was 213 to 72, or 


23 more than the two-thirds re- 
quired to override a veto. If the 
senate follows suit, the bill b&: 
comes law despite the President's 
objections. 


The effect of the bill would be 
to give veterans, who joined the 
postal field service after military 
duty, full credit for the time they 
spent In uniform. 
The 
benefits 


would be limited to those in the 
postal service prior to July 1, 1950.

orable pace. He said agriculture 
and construction activity surged 
ahead of any period during 1950. 


. He said the forecast for the 
next 60 days Indicates further 
increases in 
total, employment 


for Navarro county with build- 
ing and

projects 
reaching a peak during the sum- 
mer months, plus agricultural 
activity throughout the county. 
"This period of 1950," he said 
"should compare with the high 
comparable period of 1949. when 
total employment reached a post- 
war peak. Although manufactur- 
ing and processing will feel a sum- 
mertime lull because of vacation 
periods, and slow-ups for repairs, 
this field of activity is expected 
to continue on the favorable side, 
unless factors unknown at this 
time, enter into the picture. • 


Regarding the month of June,

adopted a procedure calling for 
four hours general debate 
and 


permitting amendments to be of- 
fered from the floor. 


Speaker Rayburn (D-Texas) told 
reporters later he did not know 
when the bill would be taken up 
in the house. 
Chairman Sabath (D-I11) of -the 
rules committee said It had clear- 
ed the bill for house debate over 
his protest. 
"It won't mean anything," he 
told reporters. 
"The president 


has vetoed it (the bill) and will 
veto in again. It will just be a 
waste of time." 
The legislation would give 
the 
state ownership and • control 
of 
the so-called oil-rich tidelands de- 
spite supreme court opinions that 
the federa glovernment has 
a 
paramount right to the oil and 
other minerals .under the margin- 
al seas off the coastal states. 
The court ruled first in the Cal- 


ifornia case four years ago and 
reaffirmed its position only 
a 
month ago in the cases of Louis- 
iana and Texas. 
Congress first passed a state 
ownership bill while the Califor- 
nia case was pending in 
the 
courts. The president vetoed it. 
Two years ago the bouse passed a 
scond bill to .surrender the lands 
to the states but it died in

senate committee. 
21 Known Dead, 
33 Missing In

dead and 33 missing today in the 
wake of flash floods that struck 
a six-countv area of North-Cen- 
tral West Virginia early Sunday 
morning. 
The 
surging 
torrents 


rolled out of the darkness with- 
out warning. 
Authorities fear the toll may 


go much higher. At least 12 of 
the 15 members of a family gath- 
ered for a birthday party at the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Clyde Bai- 
ley at Smlthburjr, five miles west 
of here, are missing. 
Only one member of the Bailey 


family is known to be alive. The 
body of Mrs. Bailey, about 60, has 
seen recovered, and another body, 
jelieved to be that of a five-months 
old crandson, also has been found. 


The Bailey home was directly 


^n the path of the flood. Sheriff 
Paul B. Davis said the house was 
carried nearly two miles down- 
stream. 


The only known survivor of the 


family is Charles Bailey, a son, 
who is in a West Union hospital 
with a fractured leg. cuts and 
bruises.

have lived through the worst air 
disaster In this country's history. 
Paul Benscotcr. sent here by 
NWA to help direct the search 
for the big plane, looked over 
some grim tokens of the crash— 
bits of bodies, the blanket frag- 
ment, a man's fur-collared jack- 
et, other piece: of clothing, part 
of a suitcase.

Frost, was reported today by Dr. 
Will Miller, acting director of the 
Corsicana-Navarro Health Unit. 
Dr. Miller said a nine-year-old 
colored girl, Earldean Burns, was 
taken to .the Children's Hospital at 
Waco one or two days ago. He was 
informed of the case by Dr. / . L. 
Grazzaffi, Frost, who mailed in the 
report. 
This is the first case of polio re- 


ported from the west end of 
the 
county, Dr. Miller said. 
Dr. Miller said the Healt Unit 
had

many

throughout the county have fail- 
ed to clean up thlcr 
premises, 
and he added he believes this is • 
a factor which aids the spread of 
infantile paralysis.
